The optimistic esti- 
mates of last summer are not be- 
ing realized. For example, a short 
time ago it was forecast that soon 
after the first of the year we would 
be producing 1,000 military air. 
planes' monthly. But, Defense 
Commissioner Knudson now an- 
nounces that the real figure will 
be 30 per cent lower— 700 planes

TO LAUNCH STUDY OF 
MUSSEL 

The' Virginia Fisheries Labora- 
tory at Yorktown, supported joint- 
ly by the Commission of Fisheries 
and the College of William an'd 
Mary, launched a conservation 
study of the ribbed mussel^ the 
State's newest fishery industry. 
January 1. 

The mussel, which until recent- 
ly had no value, was discovered 
to be a source for certain chemi- 
cals and last summer large quanti- 
ties were marketed by Virginia 
watermen. 

The duPont company of Wil- 
mington, Del., has contributed 
funds' for the "survey. Dr.. Curti& 
Newcombe, Director of the York- 
town Laboratory, believes that the 
mussel crop ultimajtely might as- 
sume important proportions, 
especailly on the Eastern Shore. 

The entire Tidewater area as 
well-as- the ocean side of the East- 
ern Shore was included", in the 
survey to determine the most^deal 
habitat of the shellfish and the 
best means of protecting their re- 
production. 

Commissioner of Fisheries G 
Walter .Mapp has assigned the 
boat "Agnes Hope" to the York, 
town Laboratory for the survey'. It 
was expected that \t Teast a year 
would be required and that the 
cost would be in the neighborhood 
of $7,000. 

Because the ribbed musseJLcan 
be taken at any season, the new 
industry should prove a comple- 
ment to oyster tonging in the cola 
winter months.

The payment for planting with- 
in the cotton allotment in 1941 is 
1.37 cents per pound on the norm- 
al yield for each acre in the allot- 
ment, However, no payment will be 
made on cotton on a farm where 
the crop, was rtot planted in any of 
the three fears 1938-40. 

Commercial potato counties re- 
presented were A6comack. Nanse- 
mond, Norfolk, Northampton, and 
Princess Anne. An allotment will 
be determined for each farm in 
these counties for which the nor- 
mal acreage of potatoes for market 
is three acres or more. The pay- 
ment fol planting within the al- 
lotment Li, 2.3 cents per bushel on 
the normal yield from each acre 
in the allotment.

Proceeds from the campaign are 
divided on a fifty-fifty basis be- 
tween the localities whence they 
come andthe National Foundation 
in New Yolk. This money will be 
obtained as a result of varied ac- 
tivities, such as dances, card 
.parties, sporting events, lunch- 
eons, dinners, the setting of coir.

Mr. DeHart explained that on 
each farm where there is one or 
more of these special crop allot- 
ments, a deduction will be made 
from the conservation payment 
due the farm if the allotment is 
over planted. On cotton the de- 
duction will be four cents per 
pound, potatoes thirty cents p« 
bushel, peanuts one and a half 
cents, per pound and commercial 
vegetables $20 per acre. These 
deductions will be based on the 
normal production from each acre 
in excess of the farm allotment. 

Emphasizing that under ( the 
1941 program, which began last 
September 1 and will end next 
June 30, farmers may again earn 
payments by carrying out approv- 
ed sOil-buildlng practices, Mr. De- 
Hart said payments may be earn- 
ed through the application of sup- 
erphosphate, potash, lime, seeding 
alfalfa, winter legumes, annual 
lespodeza, timothy and redtop, 
other legumes and grasses, winter 
cover crops and green manure 
crops, forest tree planting and 
forest stand improvement. Any 
farm, regardless of size, may earn 
aVmuclTas $20. Mr. DeHart point- 
ed out that under the 1940 pro- 
gram in order to earn one soil- 
building unit farmers in Greens- 
ville, .Isle of Wight, Nansemond, 
Norfolk, Prince George, Princess 
Anne, Southampton, Surry and 
Sussex had to apply 1500 pounds 
of ground limestone or its equival- 
ent, but that in 1941 the required 
application is 1,200 pounds. In 
Accomack and Ndrthampton the 
requirement Is 1,000 pounds . in

To each of these proposals, after mature 
consideration of the proffered blandishments, 
and lures, the community has replied with a 
vigorous "no," Property so, we believe, be- 
cause a clear and uncomtfiercialized broad- 
walk and beach have become so definitely and 
enthusiastically a major vacationists' attract 
tion here that no proposal, however valid or 
profit-making it may appear, is/ wftrth the 
risk* of destroying one of our be»t tourist 
assets.

The lesson for America is writ- 
ten in clear and illuminatinK fet- 
ters across the sky of experience. 
While capital must be prevented 
from making undue war profits, 
organized labor must be willing to 
work reasonable hours at reason- 
able pay. America can meet effi- 
ciently the perplexing problems of 
this difficult day only by unity of 
sacrifices and unity of effort. A 
constructive statesman, of the 
breadth and bravery of Winston 
Churchill, would apply the rule of 
reason to labor, quite as much as 
he would apply this rule to capi- 
tal, in determining how much oi 
money ahd energy and capacity 
must be contributed by labor, as 
well as by capital, to make our de- 
fenses impregnable. 

The potential power of America 
is greater than the combined 
power of tlje totalitarian nations 
because we possess the capacity to 
produce ore. Our skilled labor Is 
the full equal of the best that Ger- 
many can produce. -Upon .the 
is su»en or 
to German machinery. Coir (trans* 
portation system far exceeosX in 
safety, speed, equipment and man- 
power Germany's transportation 
system. We can move more freight 
on our railroads than can be mov- 
ed by any German railroad and 
even our commercial air lines are 
superior to the German air line^. 
* In a word, we have the natural 
resources, with a few important 
exceptions; we have, skilled labor; 
we have the machine production 
and high executive capacity to di- 
rect this production, And yet all of 
these\thyigs may prove insuffi- 
cient teethe defense of. our indivi- 
dual rights unless our economic 
personnel are willing to labor and

licy. In the pursuance of this po- 
liqy we have already /stepped very 
close to. the boundary that sepa- 
rates war and peace^ Jhere is little 
doubt that we shall be asked short- 
ly to go even further. How much 
farther can we safely go? j

Approximately 1.300,000 tans of 
additional capacity for producing 
open hearth steel will be added as 
a result of the programs now 
under way.

American Business 



_ BUSIMBB8— With election post- 
mortems gradually fading out, at- 
tention centers on t 1 > where new 
taxes are coming from; »2> how 
to keep "forward-buying" from 
getting out of hand; (3) how to 
keep overtime costs down in view 
of threatened skilled labor short- 
age in defense jobs, and <4> how 
to make the most of expanded pay 
rolls and income in Christmas- 
trade appeals to consumers. As 
for the- first, there is talk of gett- 
ing a billfon aditional revenue 
from new levies on such items as 
soft drinks and securities— and in- 
creased levies on personal income 
and corporate excess profits. Re- 
garding No. 2, manufacturers are 
stocking up on materials, farther 
ahead than usual, for self-protec- 
tion against possible shortages due 
to government rationing, and also 
against higher^ prices; but eco- 
nomists are warning against the 
"buy now and buy more" urge 
Return to six-day-week — after the 
slack of unemployment has beer, 
taken up— is suggested. Christ- 
mas trade expected to be record, 
breaking, especially in industrial 
areas, but confined largely to 
non-luxury items. 

BUSINESS PEACE PACTS-^ 
Seven thousand business men and 
professional leaders in 1.700 cities 
and towns are being enlisted as in 
dustrial "minute men" in a na- 
tionwide program to prevent com. 
mercial disputes from becoming 
the "bottle necf'Jpt the country's 
expanding defense program 
These men are members of the 
National Panel of Arbitrators of 
the American Arbitration Associa- 
tion which maintains a, non-pro- 
fit network of tribunals through, 
out the United States where busi- 
ness controversies are settled out 
of court. Behind this plan for en- 
couraging business to avoid the de- 
lays of litigation is the Associa- 
tion's newly created board of liai- 
son officers, of which Cornelius V. 
Whitney is chairman. He points 
out that the members of the local 
tribunals, because of their back- 
ground, prestige and experience, 
"will form the backbone in this 
plan to smooth the flow of trade 
through the increased use of arbi- 
tration which eliminates long 
court delays and costly fees that 
bog down industry." How import- 
ant the government regards the 
need for such a function can be 
gauged from the fact that, many 
Army contracts now contain pro- 
visions for three-man arbitration 
boards to decide all questions of 
fact whenever a disagreement 
arises between a business firm and 
military purchasing agencies. 



Architects' Use 
Seen Increasing 

One gratifying measure of prog. 
ress in the matter of architectural 
design noted in recent months by 
the Federal Housing Administra- 
tion is the growing use by pros- 
pective home builders of the ser 
vices of architects. 

This is reflected in the blans 
which accompany applications for 
mortgage insurance reaching the 
various state and district offices 
of the PHA. 

Although the FHA does not in 
sist that an architect be hired to 
draw plans of a proposed house 
it does insist that houses offered 
as security for mortgages to be 
insured by it must be well design- 
ed. * 

The employment of an archi. 
tect to design a house is a sensible 
and economic step. The architect 
can often make savings in con. 
struction costs, as well as in the 
use of space. Being acquainted 
with new materials, new methods 
of applying them, and new types 
of equipment, he can suit the 
house to the needs of the family. 

The architect can plan for the 
most economical use of structural 
materials. He can suggest the eli- 
mination of certain elements 
from the house which are expen- 
sive in proportion to their actual 
use;. Because of his knowledge of 
planning he may be able to save 
the family from making costly ad- 
• ditions and changes to the house 
during construction.

Health Notes 



Rheumatic Heart 

"One of the least jpectacular 
and one of the most devastating 
of all childhood and adolescent 
illnesses is rheumatic hearjt dis- 
ease. This ailment is among tiie 
most important as a cause of dis- 
ability and death among school 
children. The majority dying of 
this affliction are under thirty; 
its greatest prevalence being be^ 
tween the ages of five and twenty. 
It has been estimated that today 
in the United States there are ap- 
proximately one million persona 
whose hearts have been damaged 
by this undramatic cripplerj* 
stages Dr. I. C. Riggin. 

"The specific cause of rheum 
tic fever as yet has not been dis- 
covered, though it is believed to 
be a germ in the streptococcus 
group. The onset of the disease 
may be sudden or insidious. Fre- 
quently it. is preceded bv a cold 
or sore throat. Probably the infec- 
tion first lodges in the tonsils and 
later affects the joints and other 
parts of the body. 
""Poor physical resistance is a 
factor in the development of this 
condition. Youngsters whose 
health is poor or who are under- 
nourished are the most likely vic- 
tims. Moreover, one attack does 
not prevent another. In more than 
half of the children who have had 
this ailment, attacks occur later in 
life which often are precipitaced 
by colds, sore throats, or other 
respiratory infections. 

"The easily recognized type of 
this disease appears suddenly. It is 
indicated by high fever, profuse 
sweating, and by' swollen, painful, 
and tender joints. Milder forms 
are stealthy in their approach 
with indefinite joint pains or so- 
called 'growing pains" that some- 
times are difficult to diagnose. 
Prompt diagnosis and proper 
treatment are essential in both 
manifestations if severe damage 
to the heart is to be avoided, 

"Treatment is very similar to 
that for tuberculosis. Long periods 
of bed rest with a well-balanced 
and highly nourishing diet are 
essential. The physician's instruc- 
tions in these matters should be 
carried out to the letter, as the 
condition is chronic. The first five 
years are most important in de- 
termining the probable outcome. 

"While no parent should .be- 
come unduly concerned over the 
possibility of his child contract- 
ing rheumatic fever, the fact that 
one out of every 100 school child- 
ren acquires it, indicates the nec- 
essity for reasonable vigilance 
when possible symptoms appear. 
A run-down condition, loss of ap- 
petite, nosebleeds, pains in joints 
and muscles, and shortness of 
breath may be indications of its 
existence. The alert parent will 
call the family physician when 
any of these symptoms manifest 
themselves. Too often, they are! 
ignored until more acute illness 
develops. 

"Any child who has had an at- 
tack of rheumatic fever should be 
given special protection from 
damp cold weather. He should be 
put to bed immediately at the first 
sign of a cold or other infection. 
Rheumatic fever reaches its peak 
during .the winter months. Conse- 
quently, the season for extra par- 
ental vigilance is now here."

It may be advisable that our 
local farmers start projecting on 
raising spinach seed. Good spinach 
is produced. Maybe good seed can 
be produced and developed into a 
profitable business.

T. B. Association 
Continues Appeal 



Follow up letters and cards will 
go out after Christmas to 411 in 
Princess Anne County who have 
failed to respond to the first ap- 
peal of the Princess Anne County 
Tuberculosis Association to buy 
Christmas Seals that the work of 
the Association among the indi- 
gent tuberculosis sufferers may 
continue in its entirety. 

The response in Princess Anne 
has been good this year, but not 
good enough to make safe the 
quota of $835.00 which is the mi- 
nimum amount the County 
Association must have if its work 
is to continue. This work consists 
of nourishing food and clothing 
to those in the County who are ill 
of tuberculosis in homes; nour- 
ishing hot lunches during the win- 
ter months to two of the Negro 
schools in the county; X-rays to 
students threatened with tuber- 
culosis who are unable to pay for 
same, transportation to and from 
Clinics and the expenses of five 
persons ill with tuberculosis in 
local and State hospitals and half 
the expenses of one other patient. 
In addition to all this there are 
three others ill with the disease" 
on the waiting list to be sent to 
hospitals as soon as the money is 
available. 

.Virginia now ranks sixth from 
the highest in the United States 
in mortality from tuberculosis. 
Only Arizona, New Mexico, Ten- 
nessee, Maryland and Kentucky 
had higher tuberculosis death 
rates than Virginia in 1939. 
Puerto Rico, Hawaii, and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia were reported in 
backets above Virginia in 1939. 
Virginia's tuberculosis death rate 
per 100,000 population in 1939 
stood at 61.9, which was a marked 
improvement from the 1938 rate 
of 69.0. Part of the improvement, 
however, was attributed to in- 
creased population figures, the 
1938 figure being based on the 
1930 census and the 1939 figure 
being based on the 1939 census 
and the 1939 figure being comput- 
ed in the light of preliminary 1940 
count. 

"Although Virginia has shown a 
decline in its mortality rate from

The following definitions drawn 
up by the Federal.

A detached building is a build- 
ing in which no exterior walls axe 
common to any other building. 

A semi-detached building is one 
of two adjoining buildings stand 
ing independently of others and 
having a common party wall. 

A row house is one of four or 
more buildings in which two walls 
are common to adjoining build- 
ings. 

An end row house is one which 
is located at the end of a group of 
four or more row houses and may 
differ in plan, window arrange- 
ment, and extent of exterior walls, 
from the other houses In the 
group by virtue of its location. 
Where only three houses occur in 
a row, separate classifications are 
set up for- the end houses and for 
the center house.

AMERICA today is defense- 
Kiin;!e<1. The lnrgest defense 
program in the history of the United 
Sfikes>i3 being launched. Mindful 
of World War^aya, when practical- 
ly all our fixed nitrogen, key chemi- 
cal to national defense, was import- 
ed from abroad, Americans are 
thankful that today great amounts 
of this essential product are being 
made at home. Although America Is 
not wholly self-sufficient, huge 
plants produce a large part of the 
nation's Industrial and agricultural 
requirements of chemical nitrogen. 
and these can be expanded to meet 
all our needs. v 

As. in the case of dyes, America 
In 1914 was dependent largely on 
foreign sources for her fixed nitro- 
gen. Chile held a natural monopoly 
on sodium nitrate, and transporta- 
tion from there during the War 
years was risky indeed. Nitrate 
ships were vulnerable to attack, 
'and there was no assurance that our 
great demand could be supplied 
without interruption. 

Chemical techniques for extract- 
ing nitrogen from the air were only 
in their beginnings in 1914 and 
again, as with dyes, Germany led 
the world in nitrogen fixation. Our 
wartime scare fostered research 
and development that brought 
about a great American nitrogen in- 
dustry centered in Virginia and 
West Virginia. 

Nitrogen, vital for military de- 
fense, Is equally important to agri- 
culture. American farms alone ( 
consumed more than 400,000 tons of, 
nitrogen in 1938. .Stemming from 
the New American industry are 
techniques for the synthesis of Im- 
portant nitrogenous fertilizer 
chemicals. These, together with 
other essential plant foods, enable 
the farmer to grow crop after crop 
from the same fields without de- 
pleting the soil. 

Important among these fertiliser 
compounds are urea-ammonia 
liquor and Uramon fertilizer com- 
pound.. Urea has been recognised 
for a long time as a superior source 
of nitrogen for crops, but it was 
too expensive for such use until

comparatively recent years. Ever 
since U. S. commercial production 
was started In 1932 by the Du Pont 
Company, prices have been lowered 
steadily, until today urea is one of 
the cheapest sources of nitrogen 
available to the farmer. 

Potash Is just as important to 
agriculture as nitrogen. Various 
potassium salts have industrial 
uses, too, namely in the manufac- 
ture of glass, soap and certain ex- 
plosives. In 1914 all our potash came 
from Europe. During the World 
War the United States spent $50,- 
000,000 in a frantic effort, to extract 
potash from such sources as wood 
ashes, seaweed add distillery 
wastes. In spite of such endeavor, 
however, only one-fifth of the 
country's needs was obtained. A 
domestic industry now supplies our 
entire potash requirements from 
the vast deposits of New Mexico 
and California. , 

As with nitrogen and potash, 
America was dependent upon 
Europe in 1914 for the fine optical 
glass needed in the manufacture of 
various instruments vital alike in 
peace or war. Today, thanks to re- 
search by American scientists, this 
country Is producting optical glass 
of a quality second to none in the 
world. 

The development of these home 
Industries has resulted In increased 
consumption and substantially re- 
duced orieea.

And the 
fact thatl_tbe- German air force 
has substantially reduced the in- 
tensity Of" its raids over Britain 
also leads to the belief that Ger- 
many is preparing for a decisive 
blow against England. 

England is superbly prepared to 
resist invasion, even though she i;> 
as yet inadequately prepared to 
carry the war to Germany on the 
Continent. Expert opinion general- 
ly holds that Hitler's great oppor- 
tunity was directly after the eva- 
cuation of Dunkirk — that England 
could not have successfully resist- 
ed a determined invasion then. At 
the present time, they think, Bri- 
tain has all she needs to keep an 
aggressor from her shores. 

Washington is more encouraged 
concerning British chances of 
eventually winning the war. Our 
future policy will probably be to 
give England almost anything she 
wants. There is little doubt that 
the {a,ws preventing loans to Eng- 
land will be repealed when her 
cash runs out. 

The suggestion, recently made 
by a British cabinet member, that 
the U. S. turn over to England, 
German and Italian ships which 
are tied up in our harbors, has 
caused a good deal of excitement 
in Berlin. Nazi officials say that 
that would be an act of war, and 
would be regarded as such. So far, 
our government has made no of- 
ficial comment on the proposal. 

England's greatest danger now 
is destruction of her merchant 
shipping. The British Isles are 
consumers, not producers. Without 
ocean transport, they could sustain 
themselves for only a limited perfc- 
od of time. The German sub- 
marine amd surface raider attack 
has been dangerously effective. It, 
is likely that England will soon 
tell us that she needs freighters 
even more than she" needs 'places 
and guns and other implements of 
war. 

The production indexes continue 
to rise. Despite that, the feeling 
grows that the defense program 
is moving too slowly. The appoint- 
ment of Mr. Knudson as head of 
the "defense committee should 
help to speed matters. But he has 
not been given sweeping powers. 
Official Washington is extremely 
confused, and is not getting re- 
sults. 

Public lethargy is a factor here 
The almost unanimous public co- 
operation that built our army in 
record time in 1917 does not exist 
today. 

Students of the. situation say 
that we are depending to too great 
an extent on England, figuring 
that she will win this war and keep 
us secure No great nation can.

Weekly News Letter 

LAUNCH SERIES OF INVESTI- 
GATIONS 

The year 1941 has ushered in an 
extensive program of biological 
research and field investigation 
for the Virginia Fisheries Labora- 
tory at Yorktown which will call 
for a survey of all Tidewater Vir- 
ginia and the sea-side of the East- 
ern Shore- 
Using a patrol boat of the Vir- 
ginia' Commission of Fisheries, the 
laboratory biologists will conduct 
a population analysis of mussels, 
clams, eelgrass, and screwdrills 
and they will also attempt to 
locate' - the shallow-water areas 
which are most conducive to. the 
growth of certain seafoods. 

The .second major project of tht 
Laboratory will be' to observe the 
abundance and distribution of 
young stages of the blue, or Cheas- 
peake Bay, Crab. The crab catch 
and the consequent value of the 
industry has declined severely in 
the past decade in Virginia. 

A third project uvili be under- 
taken by the biology laboratories 
of the College of William and 
Mary, which is sponsoring the la- 
boratory jointly with the Commis- 
sion of Fisheries. It is a study of 
the reproduction of clams, mus- 
sels, and oysters to determine 
their size and age at maturity and 
thus to enable fishermen to know 
when they have reached market- 
able size. 

The college is providing a full- 
time marine biologist and one or 
more assistants to participate in 
the program, and the DuPont

BOTANIST DISCOVERS 
NEW PLANT 



Professor A. B. Massey, botanist 
of the Virginia Cooperative Wild- 
life Research Unit, recently dis- 
covered an European vetch never 
before reported in North America. 
Professor Massey found the plant, 
commonly called xhickling vetch 
while on a field trip in Middlesex 
Ccunty. It was growing on the 
high beach along the Rappahan- 
nock River, near Deltaville. 

Because of its apparent adapta- 
tion to loose sandy soils, Professor 
Massey believes that the new 
plant may be of value as a soil- 
binder and soil-improver in sandy 
regions. • . 



Emergency Action 
Shortens Quail Season 

Exercising its power to closethe 
hunting season on any species of 
game when such emergency action 
becomes necessary, the Commis- 
sion of Game and Inland Fisheries 
has announced a shortening of 
the quail season in all sections of 
Virginia this year. In counties 
west of the Blue Ridge Mountains 
the- bird season will close on Dec- 
ember 26, according to the Com- 
mission's proclamation, whilo-^ast 
of the Blue Ridge the season will 
remain open until January 4. The 
open season on all other game will 
remain unchanged. 

The drastic action taken by the 
Game Commission at its meeting 
last Thursday came as a result of 
reports received from its game 
wardens and field biologists who 
had just completed a state- wide 
survey of game conditions. Sys- 
tematic investigations indicated a 
scarcity of quail in practically all 
sections of the state, although a 
normal supply of birds was found 
locally in many places. 
Fine Sportsmanship Exhibited 
Sportsmen arid farmers of Vir- 
ginia were drivitfed to be present 
at the Commission meeting, and 
to express their views as to the 



do their hunting later. 

The action finally taken, ac- 
cording to Car] H. Nolting, Chair- 
man of the Commission, was felt 
to be a fair compromise, which 
will give those hunters who have 
not yet been in the field a chance 
to enjoy a little hunting before 
closing day, and also give the 
birds the added protection which 
they definitely need this year. He 
added, however, that the Commis- 
sion fully realized that its action 
would not solve entirely the prdb- y 
lems pVeseritetTby a quail shortage 
in many sections of the state. 
Game Laws Not Sole Answer 
"Game laws are Important," 
Chairman Nolting said, "but game 
cannot be restored and conserved 
by laws alone. Food and cover 
must be available, and perhaps 
most important of all, farmers and 
sportsmen must be willing to 
make real efforts for game pre- 
servation. Even then, extraordin- 
arily severe winters and unfavor- 
able breeding seasons, such as we 
experienced this last season, may 
nullify most of our efforts!! 

Chairman Nolting urged that 
sportsmen and farmers not onty 
stop hunting in areas where garde 
is definitely scarce, but that they 
make arrangements for feeding 
stations in the event that Virginia 
again has a severe winter. Plans

Winter Painting: 
Aids Are Listed 



Where paint is to be applied to 
new homes during Winter, Federal 
Housing Administration advise 
painters to make sure that the 
materials to be painted are dry. 
Where the painting Is* on the in- 
terior, heat should be maintained 
to assure continued drying. 

All millwork to be\ painted 
should be primed before installa- 
tion. In painting new plaster, the 
temperature should not be too 
high or otherwise blisters may de- 
velop. 

Exterior painting should not be 
done if the surfaces of the mate- 
rials are damp or wet within, im- 
mediately after rain, during rain 
or snow, or if rainy or freezing 
weather is threatening. Oil paints 
may be safely applied at tempera- 
tures above 40 degrees F. other 
kinds of coatings with rapidly eva- 
porating thinners should, be ap- 
plied at higher temperatures. 

Exterior painting should follow 
the sun, and work should cease 
early in the afternoon if cold 
nights are expected. Even at the 
temperature of 40 degrees F.. 
paintjng work should not be un- 
dertaken when the temperature 
may take a sudden drop belo"w 
freezing.

Whether or not you personally 
liked the tone and purpose of the 
President's dramatic "all out for. 
Britain" speech, one thing can be 
aald for iC It cleared away any 
doubts that may have existed con. 
cerning this Administration's war 
policy. It eliminated the last Sem- 
blance of our theoretical neutrali- 
ty. It placed us definitely beside 
England as an active ally, ready t0 
give her almost anything and 
everything she may need to pro- 
secute' the war against the. Axis 
powers. It administered a hearty 
slap in the face to Japan, by de- 
claring that ChinaJoo was help, 
ing to defend American rights and 
principles. 

Foreign response to the talk 
could easily have been anticipat- 
ed. London called it "one of the 
most powerful \ indictments of 
Nazidom ever spoken," \and Bri- 
tish spokesmen, who have frankly 
placed much of their hope ; for 
eventual victory on U. S. aid, were 
jubilant. The South American 
press, which often speaks for the 
governments, ^vas generally~lau- 
"datory — the Latih Republics have 
apparently been Rooking foi^a 
strongiead in" order-to developfnd 
affirm their own foreign policies. 
Turkey, a country which has really 
been on the spot in that it is an 
ally of England and at the same 
time is within comparatively easy 
"shooting distance" of Germany, 
was extremely pleased — one of the 
principal Ankara papers said, 
"President Rooseyelt has read the 
death sentence of the Axis coun- 
tries." The Vichy press was cau- 
. tious in its comment, which is 
understandable— the Petain gov- 
ernment is forced to walk a dang- 
erous tight rope between the 
French people's pro-British, pro- 
DeGaulle sentiment on the one 
hand, and Germany's nearby 
armies on the other. Italy made 
belligerent, gestures, but said 
nothing new.

A 
bill to modify 
1 the Wagner 
Act, sponsored by Chairman Ho- 
ward Smith of Virginia and sub- 
stantially approved by the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, passed 
the House last session two to one, 
but died in the Senate under ad- 
ministration pressure. 

Without doubt new legislation 
will be introduced in the present 
Congress. The report just filed will 
be background, material. 
, AH that Americans once asked 
was a "square deal". The new idea 
in government, however, seems to 
be a packed Court, Board or Com- 
mission. This theory has worked 
with great damage not to indus- 
trial management alone, but to 
large groups of workingmen. 

The most interesting part of 
Chairman Smith's, report concerns 
the anti-American affiliations and 
associations of the National La- 
bor Relations Board and its per- 
sonnel. The report states: . 

"From the very highest to the 
lowest of its employes, a 'leftist' 
philosophy, together with its aU 
tendant prejudice and bias, and a 
certain overzealousness inconsist- 
ent with the judicial temperament 
so requisite for the proper admini- 
stration Of the Act. became evi- 
dent throughout the operations 
and personnel of -the Board, and 
found expression in its decisions." 

Here are samples of the Rus- 
sian theories entertained by per- 
sonnel. One of its regional attor- 
neys wrote with reference to the 
New York World's Fair: "Be sure 
to see the Russian layout. Just 
seeing this exhibit might work up

David Saposs, born in Russia, 
and a lectirrer at the Brookwood 
Labor College, denounced by the 
American Federation of Labor as 
a communistic school, was ap- 
pointed director of the Division of 
Economic Research. He writes of 
"those profound social diagnosti- 
cians, Karl Marx and Frederick 
Engels". The report states that 
"Left Wing Unionism" was pub- 
lished for Saposs by the Interna- 
tional Publishers, Inc., of New 
York City, described as the offi- 
cial Soviet Union Publishing 
House in the United States. 

One Abraham L. Wirin, another 
native of Russia, was made senior 
officer attorney at a salary of $3,- 
800 per annum. His appointment 
was protested vigorously by Sena- 
tor McAdoo of California, but 
chairman J. Warren Madden, just 
appinted to the Court of Claims, 
staunchly defended Wirin. Wirin 
was loaned by the NLRB to the 
LaFollette Civil Liberties where he- 
released information to the "Peo- 
ple's Press", a leftist publication, 
in advance of committee hearings. 
As a result Senator LaFollette 
discharged him "for a flagrant 
violation of written staff instruc- 
tions", but without any reprimand 
from NLRB.

Farmers of three Tidewater Vir- 
ginia counties are undertaking a 
new and experimental practice un- 
der the 1841 AAA Farm Program, 
a farm ditching practice which 
may lead to its further use as an 
AAA practice in low-lyin* areas 
of other states as well as Virginidl 
according, to S. K- Casscll, AAA 
State executive officer. 

The practice calls for. construc- 
tion, or reconstruction, of farm 
ditches necessary for the success- 
ful growing of legumes and other 
■winter cover crops. The three 
counties selected for the practice 
on an experimental basis are 
Nansemond, Norfolk and Princess 
Anne. 

Typical of Tidewater areas, 
much farm land of these three 
counties is drained by ditches. 
Drairlage Is possible only when the 
ditches are- properly maintained. 
Otherwise, conservation efforts 
are largely ineffective, the execu- 
tive officer pointed Out. For in- 
stance, the effectiveness of lime 
applications in neutralizing soil 
acidity is greatly reduced when 
the land is improperly drained. In 
this Virginia area, winter cover 
crops are important, but it has 
been difficult to obtain a substan 
tial_acreage because of soil condi- 
tions. Leading farmers of the area 
say that drainage of crop land is 
of primary importance from a 
conservation standpoint. 

The farm ditching practice pro- 
vides that one unit, or $1.50 per 
30 cubic yards of dirt removed, will 
be allowed for construction, or re- 
construction, of those farm ditches 
for which proper outlets are pro- 
vided. % - • 

In ordar to receive credit for 
this practice, farmers need to ob- 
tain approval of the county AAA 
committe j, prior to beginning the 
practice. Payment will not be 
made for reconstruction of any 
ditch unless the amount of dirt 
removed from it equals at least 
one average depth of one foot, and 
unless adequate provision is made 
for entrance of water into and 
out of the ditch. No credit will be 
allowed fcr dirt removed from that 
portion of any ditch which is bor- 
dered by waste or non-crop land, 
or from any ditch which is wholly 
or partly maintained by a Feder- 
al, State or county appropriation.

The appointment of Britain's 
foreign minister as ambassador to 
Washington accents, as hardly 
anything else could have done, the 
crucial importance of Anglo-Am- 
erican relations, and the enor- 
mous reliance which the British 
are placing upon American aid. 
Has a foreign minister ever been 
shifted to an ambassadorship be- 
fore in modern times? —> 

Lord Halifax seems well-quali- 
fied for the position, although it 
will necessarily be some time be- 
fore he can familiarize himself 
yith all his duties, and he can- 
not possibly know and understand 
America and its people as well as 
Lord Lothian did.

Now that the future ambassador 
to this country has been com- 
pletely disillusioned with respect 
to the Nazis, he is said to be as 
determined to fight the war to a 
finish as any one in England. Win- 
ston Churchill is understood to 
place the utmost reliance in his i Bonaparte 
uncompromising attitude toward 
Germany, as well as in his good 
judgment. It is a curious coinci- 
dence that Lord Lothian was also 
one of the English group which 
believed in 1938 that an agreement 
with Hitler was wise and feasible, 
and who were let down with a 
thunderous bump, when the Nazi 
dictator grabbed Czechoslovakia.

MORE POWER THAN WATER 



The new Supreme Court navi- 
gated some very shallow water to 
reach its conclusion in the New 
River case on Monday. It held that 
the authority of the United States 
Government extends no the regula- 
tion of electric power |rom streams 
which the separate states haVe 
long considered to be under their 
control. 

A majority made up of Mr. 
Justice Stone and the five justices 
appointed since the incumbency of 
President Roosevelt l^ndered the 
opinion through Mr. justice Reed 
that > the authority of Congress 
over commerce "is as broad as the 
needs of commerce." This allow*, 
a great deal of judicial and legis- 
lative latitude as to what are the 
needs of commerce. 

The majority moreover decided 
that the $12,000,000 dam and hy, 
droelectric development of the Ap- 
palachian Power Company on the 
New River in the Blue Ridge 
Mountain section of Virginia is 
located on a navigable stream and 
therefore comes under the regula- 
tions of the Federal Power Com- 
mission, including- possible re- 
capture for government owner-

PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT'S 
ADDRESS 



i President Roosevelt solemnly 
and frankly and clearly emphasiz- 
ed the gravity of our situation In 
his address to the nation last 
night. "Never before since James- 
town and Plymouth Rock," he 
said, "has our American civiliza- 
tion been in such danger as now." 

In our opinion, he did hot ex- 
aggerate. 

Mr. Roosevelt made It clear that 
this nation will make no effort to 
appease tho dictators for, ' as the 
President pointed out, "the exper- 
ience of the past two years has 
..proven beyond doubt that no na- 
tion can appease the Nazis. We 
know now that a nation can* have 
peace with the Nazis only at the 
price of total surrender." 

So, if America's policy is not di- 
rected— towards — appeasement, it 
must be contrawise. It must be 
to make the United States the 
"great arsenal of democracy," so 
that we •may' aid Great Britain 
with every material resource at 
our command — except with troops. 

To do otherwise would be short- 
sighted, indeed, for if Germany 
wins, America can never rest easy : 
as Mr. Roosevelt put It, we will 
live at the "point of a Nazi gun." 

And 'we know from the exper- 
ience of other nations just what 
that means.

Housing: Described As! Play Rooms Most 
Influencing Health 



Good housing should be meas- 
ured by its effect on good health 
as well as by the contributions it 
makes to the* comfort and happi- 
ness of families. 

Unhealthful housing not only is 
characterized by physical disre- 
pair, inadequate facilities, room 
congestion, and land overcrowding 
but it is also accompanied by 
neighborhood factors and a lack 
of recreational facilities. 

Congestion Breeds Disease 

Congested districts,, built without 
regard to careful land planning. 
breed sickness and permit such in- 
timate contact between the sick 
and the well as* to aid the rapid 
dissemination of infectious dis- 
eases. 

Livmg in dwelling units that 
are largely devoid of sunlight and 
fresh air, and in areas where the 
streets are the only praWs"for chil- 
dren to play, promotes various 
kinds of transmissible diseases. 
Sociologists report that adults suf- 
fer both mentally and physically 
when livmg under such conditions 
but perhaps not to the extent that 
children do. The quality of char- 
acter and health is certainly af- 
fected, however. 

Urge* Better Planning 



The point which must be re- 
membered js that tearing down 
houses and building new ones with 
no regard for the accepted stan- 
dards of modern land planning 
and with no definite provisions 
for recreational areas will result 
only in the eventual development 
of similar Conditions as existed 
before. ^ 

It is obvious that the spread of 
infectious diseases is less likely to 
take place among persons who live 
in single-family houses which are 
located in carefully planned sub- 
divisions or among families which, 
live in well-designed and properly 
located rental housing projects. 

The Federal Housing Administ- 
ration, in its efforts to promote 
better housing, does not forget the 
importance of better health ahd 
the close relationship of the form- 
er to the latter. In rating the loca- 
tion of either a small single-family 
home or a large-scale rental proj- 
ect, the FHA checks carefully for 
such adverse influences as smoke, 
fog, chemical fumes, exhaust 
gases, stagnant ponds or marshes, 
poor surface drainage, and exces- 
sive heat or dampness which may J 
affect the personal health of the] 
occupants.

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DOES FORD PAY GOOD WAGES? 



Here am some facts about Ford Labor. 

During the year ended November 30th, 
1940, the Ford Payroll throughout the 
United States averaged 113,628 hourly 

'wage earners, not including office em- 
ployes, students, or executives. They were 

Vpaid $185,105,639.12. On this basis, the 
average annual wage was $1,629.05. 

According to the latest available govern- 
ment figures, the annual average wage of 
all workers in employment covered by 
old age insurance law was $841.00.

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~OTNC18 OF PREVENTION KEEP THE FLU AWAY 

The Health Department in Washington has initiated safe- 
guards to check influenza whteh has already entered parts of Vir- 
ginia and spread to an extent that prompted Governor Price of that 
State to call upon Virginia health officers to stamp out the disease. 

The United States Public -Health Service joined in an effort 
to confine the flu epidemic to California and Western States. Al- 
though there were thousands of cases on the West Coast early in Dec- 
ember they were fortunately of a mild type. Health officers recall that 
1,452 cases broke out in a single Army Camp in twenty days when the 
epidemic was spreading in 1918. 

An Agricultural Department bulletin says grapefruit and 
oranges "are valued most highly in the diet." Vitamin C, found in 
citrus fruits, is regarded as a strong resistant to tne flu germ. The 
Florida Citrus Commission specified grapefruit to be "especially rich 
In Vitamin C, and it also supples the precious minerals that help alk- 
alize your system in nature's own way." 

Nutrition experts in a Government DepartmenTTiKve issued 
a bulletin which advises that the general well being of the body at all 
ages depends upon "a balanced diet— one that Includes foods that^ttt 
supply sufficient proteins, minerals, vitamins, and energy €b meet the 
needs of the body." Several' foods are specified in the bulletin, among 
'(which are dairy products, fruits and vegetables. These are designated 
as "protective" foods, on account of certain minerals and vitamins 
ttrhich they contain. 

V Many physicians prescribe diete.consisting almost entirely of 

citrus fruits after the flu=has-strack. That^seems to coincide with the 
plans of nature, supported in a current issue of V Government docu- 
ment reporting that "record supplies of grapefruit and oranges are 
expected this winter." The Florida Citrus Commission leads us to be- 
lieve that two big glasses of fresh squeezed oranges and grapefruita 
day will help to keep the doctor away. 

CHIEF JUSTICE HUGHES 

There has been a rumor in Washington for several weeks that 
Chief Justice Charles Evans Hughes will retire from the Supreme 
Court within a few months. He has reached the age that entitles him 
to leave the bench. 

Mr. Hughes has done great service to his country in the last 
.two or three years, and apparently has been successful in making new 
members of the Court understand that they would be nothing less 
than dumbbells if they acted as rubber-stamps for the New Deal. 
President Roosevelt has appointed five of the nine members, and even 
though those members have brought something df a new spirit into 
the Court they have administered the laws of the land well and faith- 
fully, thus proving that It 4b quite, impossible to "crack-up" the high- 
est judicial body in the World. 

HOSPITALITY OF OUR COUNTRY 

The Department of Justice and\4ts division known as The 
Federal Bureau of Investigation have been^very painstaking in efforts 
to protect aliens who have become citizens of the* United State® and 
aliens who have registered during the past four months. Thare-had 
been several million such registrations, with more than a million in 
New York State, and about half as many registrations in California.' 

The Immigration and Naturalization Service is also a division 
of the Justice Department. It has been engaged in examining Ger- 
man-Amercian Bund lists and records. So many new Bund members 
have "joined" recently that the Government wants to know why. 

The Immigration Service statement says that "the hospitality 
of the country ought not to be extended to those who are committed 
in principle to Its abuse." 

The Federal Departments and Bureaus must also be given full 
credit for their efforts to protect loyal foreign-born citizens and na^ 
tive-born children of parents Mrn abroad against being unjustly ac- 
cused of disloyalty to the United States.

The records of the National Defense Advisory Commission in 
Washington indicate vast changes in the activities of automobile 
manufacturing plants throughout the country. General Motors has 
frequently directed attention to its sources of raw materials and sup- 
plies which are drawn from\every State in the Union to be used in 
the manufacture of motors. This Company is drawing heavier than 
ever nowadays upon the States for natural products, because the De-

Defense orders placed with General Motors for the United 
States and Great Britain in Canada and the -United States are esti- 
mated at $400,000,000, indicating how important this great corpora- 
tion has become inasmuch as it is now one of the organizations which 
the Government relies on In this emergency. 



PRINCIPLES WORTH FOLLOWING 

An industrial leader has set up a list of six principles for the 
benefit of his own children and has stated his confidence that if they 
understood and believed these principles, and would be guided by them 
in their' future actions and activities, he "would feel reasonably sure 
that they would have happy and useful lives." 

These six principles, propounded by C. E. Wilson, Acting 
President of General Motors, are so comprehensive and so full of meat 
that they merit serious thought on the part of all of us, whether child- 
ren or adults*— especially ia these abnormal days of national emerg- 
ency. Here is the list: 

1. Importance of self-control. 

2. The desirability and necessity of developing a tolerance 
of other people and of the opinions and activities of others. 

3. The proper respect for truth and fact. 

4. The importance of keeping promises and commitments. 

5. Willingness to work and a realization that to work is a 
normal part of living. • , . " ' 

6. The importance of not being licked— of being able to 
maintain your morale. 

Mr. Wilson stressed the latter point, calling it "the spirit of 
not being licked, of realizing that life is an adventure which cannot 
be planned in complete detail, a willingness to play the game and still 
enjoy it, even though the rules are not to your liking, or if your posi- 
tion on the team is not perhaps the one you, yourself, would choose."

anyone who said the Nazis plan 
world conquest, lied — which, in 
the light of past super-frank 
statements by Nazi leaders, is cur- 
ious. Japan, frankly angry, said 
the Roosevelt policy made a U. S. 
-Japanese war almost Inevitable. 
Interesting reaction comes from 
on-the-fence Spain, where, reports 
say, the President's def inlte-aUte- 
ment that, the Axis will not win, 
excited great interest. 

in this country, the bulk of the 
press approved of the speech in 
general, even though many papers 
observed that more than words 
are necessary to adequately arm 
Britain and ourselves. The Presi- 
dent's definite declaration that no 
U. S. troops would be sent to Eur- 
ope was applauded widely — the 
fact is, of course, that at present 
B.-ltain does not need or want 
men, in that her armies are doing 
practically nothing except keep on 
the alert against possible invasion. 
However, certain important gov- 
ernment elective officials are all 
set to fling down the gauntlet and 
fight the Administration's belliger- 
ent policy. 

Senate leaders like Wheeler and 
Clark will make a strong effort to 
have congress disavow at least 
part of the Roosevelt aid-England 
program — for example, they will 
oppose the transfer of more U. S. 
fighting* ships and airplanes to the 
British flag. They will also at- 
tempt to stiffen the Neutrality 
Act, which at present is largely a 
dead letter. It seems to be true 
that the new congress is as much 
opposed to war for this country as 
was the last — even though the ma- 
jority of the members are extre- 
mely pro-British. There will be 
many a red-hot battle in con- 
gress.' word-scarred halls during 
the coming months. 

In the meantime, it may prove 
that one result of the speech will 
be greatly increased Nazi attacks 
on the staunch British Isles — the 
purpose being to reduce England 
before U. S. aid can be materially 
increased. It is significant that 
even as the President read his 
speech from the quiet of his White 
House study, blackedout London 
was being subjected by the Luft- 
waffe to its mostrsevere air raid 
of the war. Hitler knows that if 
this country ever is able to push its 
arms drive into high gear, a prac- 
tically unlimited quantity of ma- 
terial of all kinds can be sent Eng- 
land. 

Some interpreters read into the 
President's" speech intimations 
that he will soon declare a "full 
emergency," as against the "limit- 
ed emergency" he declared a year 
ago. . 

According to legal authorities, 
this would not give him any im- 
portant additional powers. Con- 
gress must pass new laws, in other 
words, before the already vast Ex- 
ecutive powers can be significantly 
extended. However, declaration of 
a "full emergency," in the view of 
some, mfght help spur industry 
and labor to greater deeds in pro- 
ducing arms. 

Defense officials, such as Mr. 
Knudson, are talking more and 
more of the urgency of the situa- 
tion. And it is true that, while the 
general production indexes gc 
higher and higher, our production 
of finished materials of war con- 
tinues to lag. Both the Army and 
Navy have been forced time and 
again to revise their forecasts — 
and to revise them backward. The 
oottlcnecks grow, rather than de- 
crease. 

According to some of the best 
authorities, the output of finished 
implements of war will sharply in- 
crease in a mouth or two — the 
cause of Britain will look a great 
deal darker.

A. A satisfactory heating system 
should maintain a comfortable, 
nearly uniform temperature in all 
rooms of the house during the 
coldest and mildest days of the 
heating system.

Cracks in plaster ceilings of new 
homes may be traced to pne or 
several faylts, according to Fed- 
eral Housing Administration offi- 
cials. 

Cracked ceiling plaster is often 
the result of using second floor 
joists of insufficient depth to have 
the required stiffness or the omis- 
sion of floor joist bridging. * 

When too small, joists invariably 
sag under the weight of furniture 
and people and cause cracking of 
the plaster and 'unsatisfactory 
floors. Bridging of wood or metal 
placed between the joists at inter- 
vals of abolJt eight feet assists in 
the prevention of ceiiirYg plaster 
cracks. by distributing to several 
joists any exceptionally heavy con- 
centrated loads or sudden jolts 
that may be applied directly above 
one or two of them. 

Pfoper^bracing of the structural 
frame to- resist vibrations and 
doubling of floor beams under par- 
titions and around floor openings 
are important precautions against 
ceiling cracks. The use of unsea- 
soned lumber, which shrinks in 
the process of drying out, may also 
contribute to cratking of plaster. 

Metal lath strips used in the 
angles between ceilings and walls 
reduces the tendency for cracks to 
develop at that point. 

Another important cause of 
plaster cracks, which is probably 
more often noticed in the walls 
than in the ceiling, is settlement 
. due to inadequate footings. Im- 
r proper application of plaster back-

They elect a camp 
leader, keep their own books, 
market their own produce 
through roadside stands and 
wholesale channels. 

Now that the season has 
ended, the boys are free to do 
anything they wish, but they 
are offered an opportunity to 
enroll in the school system at 
the Rouge plant, or to do plant 
work at regular salaries. 

In starting the camps, Mr. 
Ford acted in the belief that it 
is up to business men and in- 
dustrialists to accept as a social 
responsibility the problems 
facing boys who found them- 
selves, through no fault of their 
own, at loose ends.

Cannot Bay Yesterday' 

A journalist, looking back upon 
the year which has just closed, 
finds an infinity of matters about 
which to write. A great war, 
which is in essence a titanic strug- 
gle between two irreconcilable 
philosophies of life, has steadily 
spread. A whole continent has felt 
the boot of a new conqueror with 
a plan for world dominion as vast 
as that of Napoleon. The world's 
economy has undergone violent 
change, and stability has been re. 
placed by chaos. 

Here to our own country we 
have recently gone through the 
most tradition-shattering election 
in our history. The great issues of 
that election were three-fold. First, 
whether to elect a president for a 
third term. Second, how to keep' 
America at peace, while aiding 
England with all steps short of 
war. Third, how to best build a 
military and naval establishment 
unprecedented in our history. 

The second and third issues are 
the most vital this country faces 
today. They are not partisan 
issues. 

It is obvious to anyone not 
blinded by false and baseless op- 
timism that the great plans of last 
summer for building an impregna- 
ble defense at once are not being 
realized. It is easy to appropriate 
gigantic sums of money. It is easy 
to make blueprints of tanks and 
airplanes and fighting ships. It is 
easy to have a-great defense estab- 
lishment "on order." But dollars 
and blueprints do not worry poten- 
tial invaders'. The forces which 
have again brought the world to 
Armageddon have respect only for 
preparedness. The weak are given 
no quarter. Moral principles. 
Christian teachings, are scoffed at. 
That is not pretty. But it is true. 

This America we know cannot 
be sure of existence unless it solves 
the problem of how to swiftly build 
our defenses— and to build them 
in keeping with the democratic

The 
election laws applicable to special 
elections provide that Sheriffs 
and other local officials must be 
notified in time to post notice 10 
days in advance of a special elec- 
tion, and after the election writ 
is issued the candidates have five 
days within which to file notice of 
their candidacy with the Secretary 
of the Commonwealth.

^Pojir hundred and thirty-five 
members of the Bouse of Repre- 
sentatives might vote unanimously 
to revoke the powers. Sixty-three 
Senators might vote to recall them 



—498 in all. But as Mr. Roosevelt 
is certain of the votes of 33 Sena- 
tors, or one more than one-third 
the unprecedented powers he asks 
could neither be recalled nor cur- 
tailed. Mr. Roosevelt has never 
surrendered a single power'. Do you 
want such vast and irrevocable 
power vested in one man, sur- 
rounded and advised by Secre- 
taries Knox/Stimsoh and Morgen- 
tliau, who would apparently send 
an American expeditionary force 
to Europe or Africa if they 
thought that necessary to prevent 
British defeat? 

But these^owefs would not be 
vested in Mr. Roosevelt clone. If 
he_ were to die or become unable

Fight Drive Begins 

From Maine to California am! 
across the Pacific to the Philip- 
pines, millions of Americans pre- 
pared this week to launch the all- 
out offensive of the 1941 "Fight 
Infantile Paralysis" campaign. 

Keith Morgan, National Chair- 
man of the Committee for the 
Celebration of the President's 
Birthday, declared that the first 
half of the campaign had brought 
forth a national response un- 
equaled in any previous drives 
against the crippling invader. 

Following the example of Gov- 
ernor Herbert H. Lehman of New 
York, the governors of many 
states have issued proclamations 
calling upon their citizens to give 
their whole-hearted support to 
the drive, Mr. Morgan said. Across 
America, the "March of Dimes", 
the "Mile-O-Dimes", "Home Par- 
ties" and sports events were roll- 
ing in hundreds of thousands of 
dollars with which to buy health 
and happiness for victims of the 
disease and to attack the virus in 
laboratories. 

The town of Maud, Oklahoma, 
became the first Community in the 
country to complete its quota. In 
fact, its war chest was filled when 
the campaign opened, on January 
13. Closely following were the 
countieir of Conway and Clevure, 
Arkansas. __ j\ 

The Sports Events Council, 
headed by Granttand Rice, and 
the Sports Events Committee, with 
Former Postmaster General James 
A. Farley as chairman, informed

Labor, under the chairmanships 
of William Green, President of the 
American Federation of Labor and 
Philip Murray, President of the 
Congress, of Industrial Organiza- 
tions has conducted the most vig- 
orous battle in the long war 
against infantile paralysis. 

The railroad systems represent- 
ed by J. J. Pelley, President of the 
Association of American Rail- 
roads, this year have given their 
unstinted support to the distribu- 
tioh of coin containers and greet- 
ing cards in which coins may be 
inserted.

' Advancements made in conser- 
vation education, in Virginia and 
the soundness of the present edu- 
cational program of the Commis- 
sion of Game and Inland Fisher- 
ies, led the National Wildlife Fed- 
eration last week to submit to Carl 
H. Nolting] Chairman of the Vir- 
ginia Commission, the texta of a 
number of educational booklets 
which are being prepared for na- 
tional distribution. 

"I am glad to have the oppor- 
tunity" Nolting said, "of reviewing 
and criticizing this educational 
material before it is distributed in 
Virginia. We have an educational 
program already under way, and 
certain parts of it, such as our 
Aids to Teachers In Conservation, 
recently distributed by our Divi- 
sion of Education, have been wide- 
ly recognized by well-known 
educators. , , 

"The National Wildlife Federa- 
tion recognizes this", he said, "and 
wants our approval of their edu- 
cational material before they 
have it distributed among Vir- 
ginia school teachers." 

The educational booklets sent to 
the Virginia Commission contain 
some very good material, he went 
on to say. and should prove quite 
heipful to Virginia teachers who 
want to teach conservation along 
with other regular courses in the 
schools. Changes which will be 
suggested by the Commission will 
be primarily designed to make the 
material better suited to local 
Virginia conditions.

As a further check on their 
technical accuracv. the hooklotc

Norman R. Hamilton, of 
Portsmouth, and Winder R. Harris 
of Norfolk, both prominent news- 
papermen. There are rumors, how- 
ever, that there will probably be 
other candidates in the field before 
the convention. Chas. B. Godwin, 
Jr., Commonwealth's Attorney of 
Nansemond County, is being • 
strongly pushed by the people to 
the upper counties to become a 
candidate. ," . 

Both of the announced candidates 
favored a primary as the method 
jf selection of the nominee but, 
the committee ruled that it could 
not be legally done before August. 

Mr. Harris stated that he would 
abide by the decision of the com- 
mittee and the results of the con- 
vention but Mr. Hamilton protest- 
ed and stated that he would be an 
independent candidate in the elec- 
tion if he did not procure the 
nomination. 

Mr. Hamilton's statement was 
as follows:

As the Democratic nominee is almost without 
exception elected in this district, it is con- 
sidered that his nomination is equivalent to 
election. ■ ., 

It involved upon the District Democratic 
Committee the duty of determining the 
method of selecting the party nominee for 
the unexpired term. This has been cus- 
tomarily done by holding a party pri- 
mary in order that each qualified voter* may 
express his choice at the ballot box. In this 
instance both of the acclaimed candidates 
signified their desire that a primary be held 
for the selection of the party nominee, be- 
lieving in the fact that the nomination was 
equivalent to election and therefore desiring 
that the constituency individually may have 
an opportunity to express his or her choice. 
However, the District committee determin- 
ed that it had no right to call a primary until 
August under the primary laws and in the 
existing emergency with all the government- 
al activities now going^on and to go on within 
the district it was imperative that the vac- 
ancy be filled immediately. It was therefore 
decided 'cO call a convention in order to make 
the party nomination. This convention will 
consist of 275 delegates chosen at precinct 
meeting attended usually only by a handful 
of voters and in no way expressing the choice 
of the majority of the qualified party voters. 
Under the party rules the candidates are 
morally bound to accept the results of a pri- 
mary or convention and to support the party 
nominee in the general election. Under these 
circumstances the Congressman will be 
named by 138 handpicked delegates, selected 
by a small coterie of voters in each district. 
. And will not in any sense voice the choice of 
the majority of the party nor the majority 
of the voters of the district. 

If the District Committee could find no 
way of holding a primary legally, it seems 
that the logical thing to have done would be 
to declare that there would be no party 
nominee and let each candidate go into the 
election independently. This is particularly 
true as there is no indication of party opposi- 
tion. Let the election serve a dual purpose 
as a primary and an election simultaneously. 
One of the candidates has proclaimed that 
\ it is his intention of filing in the election as 
> an independent if he does not receive-H;he 
party nomination at the called convention. 
» If he does so he will violate the rules and 
principles of the party of which he has been 
a life long member after having presented 
his name to the party convention. This, how- 
ever, is his privilege in spite of his moral 
obligations to his. party as well as it is the 
privilege of any other individual toTile his 
candidacy in the election so long as he has 
not participated in a party primary or con- 
vention.

All of us remember the time- 
worn phrase that "history repeats 
itself." More important is the 
fact that the same set of forces, 
which brought certain events to 

pass, often re- 

occur. Why more 
people do ^not 
recognize the* 
same forces, 
when they re- 
appear, is a mys- 
tery. 

Suppose all of 
us would get 
down the history- 
books and see if

some forces that would match the 
forces which are operating today. 
Let's go back to the old favorite 
— the Roman Empire. Let's see 
what, tl ? authorities on that period 
have found. It sums up about as 
follows: the fall of Rome was pre- 
ceded by an exodus from rural 
areas; the desire of everyone for 
a government job, preferably at 
(he capitol; the loss of property 
( y small owners; free food; state 
work projects; a declining popula- 
tion and, finally, a desire to have 
income and pleasure without 
work. This all resulted in a 1 
paralysis of the fibres which made 
one of the greatest civilizations in 
history. 

— RomefeH-beeause of decay from 
within. It failed to conserve its 
human resources. Instead of giv- 
ing men confidence in their ability 
to earn a livelihood, Rome de- 
stroyed initiative by giving what 
was supposed to be security. Slow- 
ly the greatest force of human 
civilization— t he family— gave 
way to an easier and looser life. 
Children became a nuisance. Fam- 
*."y ties became "too much trou- 
ble." History has proven that 
Oiis was civilization going in the 
wrong direction. The so-called 
«ecurity was a "mirage" which 
disappeared in thin air. ^ 

Now, let us compare history and 
current events. A few days ago) 
an editor friend wrote an inter- 1 
esting and Intelligent letter which) 
discloses a parallel. Here are a 
few of his lines: "The productive! 
lands are gradually falling into 
the hands of large absentee own- 
ers, farmed and managed scien- 
tifically, and farm hands replaced 
by power farming units. The lit- 
tle red schoolhouses throughout 
the land are being deserted more 
and more, and the people moving 
into the cities to live on public 
bounty and relief. . . . All over, 
the nation, wherever* you go. east, 
west, south or north, you will find! 
the rich valleys and rich lands 
monopolized by a few favored 
property owners. And where for- 
merly dozens of self-sufficient 
farm units existed, now only one 
or two big combine units exist. 
... In my opinion this is the 
danger spot of America. . . . Who 
will protect property in the days 
to come, when so few own or 
possess property? This, more than 
any other development, is drifting, 
America toward totalitarian so- 
cialism." 

The' editor who wrote, these 
words realizes that we have the 
same forces at work that existed 
in ancient Rome. Too few, how- 
ever, take the time to understand 
our current problems, as does our 
friend. 

Just a few days ago, a promi- 
nent writer, speaking before a 
group in a large city, predicted 
state socialism for the United 
States. Increased government em- 
ployment was predicted; more 
security was forecast through the 
socialization- of agriculture; exten- 
sion of the draft act to provide 
more vocational training and the 
development of an "economic 
standing army"; and, finally, a 
stronger bureaucracy developed 
through a better civil service. 

To a Roman this would be "old 
stuff." Too many people today 
do not realize that we are face to 
face with the same "mirage" that 
faced the Roman Empire. Wc 
can do one of two things; be fooled 
as the Romans were, or take ad- 
vantage of their error and correct 
the forces which today are head- 
ing us in the same direction.

There are two general classes of 
electric, milking machines — the port- 
able and ^ipe-bne types,' the latter 
having several variations. A com- 
plete unit of motor, pump and nail. 
the former is particularly suited to 
small farmers or to those who rent 
or -lease and, therefore, may move 
from time to time. 

The operating cost of milking elec- 
trically varies with the type and size 
of unit empWyed, and ranges from 
3 to 9 cents . per cow per month 
(electricity at 3 cents per kw.-hr.) 
with the average being about 5 cents. 
Not considering improved yield and

The Food Value of Yeast 



"The health-giving and recrea- 
tional possibilities for which the 
automefib has been responsible 
arc incalculable! Perhaps no other 
factor in the past 25 years has had 
such a universal influence in 
America in terms of travel out- 
ings, and fresh-air excursions gen- 
erally as has this fascinating and 
useful mechanism. However, there 
is another side to the question that 
needs to be appreciated more than 
it has been up to the present time. 
The automobile's killing and maim 1 
ing power, which goes hand in 
hand with careless, foolhardy driv- 
ing and pedestrian indifference is 
a major tragedy in this country. 
More than 34,500 fatalities and 
hundreds of thousands of serious 
accidents directly chargeable to 
the motor car during 1940 are 
painfully eloquent evidence of this 
fact," states Dr. I. C. Riggin. State 
Health Commissioner. 

"During America's i 8-month 
participation in the World War 
50,510 men of the Expeditionary 
Force were either killed in action 
or died of battle wounds. However, 
if the autmobile death rate for the 
next six months corresponds to 
the last 12,- approximately 52,000 
persons in this nation for the 
peaceful year and a half beginning 
January 1, 1940, will have become 
fatal victims of the automobile. 

"That this annual slaughter i§A 
viewed complacently by the av^rl 
age citizen seems to be a fact. AcT 4 - 
customed to daily newspaper ac- 
counts of highway deaths, the 
significance of ihe situation ap- 
parently fails to register emphati- 
cally. 

"In Virginia alone, during 1940, 
the estimated number of motor 
vehicle fatalities is 833, represent- 
ing considerably more than half of 
the deaths from tuberculosis, a 
little more than one-half of the 
pneumonia mortality, and mucn 
more than one-third of the totai 
cancer deaths, which respectively

Although yeast was used as a 
leaven for bread by the ancient 
Egyptians thousands of years ago. 
no one saw a yeast cell until 1680, 
when Leeuwenhoek invented the 
microscope. No one knew that 
yeast was, a living, growing or- 
ganism until the great Louis Pas- 
teur demonstrated that fact in 
1859. 

Pure compressed yeast has been 
manufactured since 1868. It is, of 
course, used mainly for making 



only is it rich in body-building 
protein, but it is an excellent 
sourer ©f-the important vitamins 
BI and B2. When used in bread 
making,, yeast imparts small 
amounts of these nutrients to the 
loaf, as well as helping to make 
the bread light, porous, and tasty. 
White bread made with a special 
high vitamin yeast will have the 
same amount of vitamin Bl as 
whole wheat bread. 

Pellagra, a disease due to lack 
of certain vitamins in the diet, is 
controlled m our southern states 
by the use of liberal amounts ©f 
dried yeast in the daily fare. 

Dried yeast that has been irra- 
diated is also fed to cows in order 
to produce certified milk that is 
rich in vitamin D, the vitamin 
that builds strong bones and teeth 
and prevents rickets. 

Another advantage of yeast is 
its regulatory action. Because of 
its mild laxative properties, yeast 
corrects constipation, and is also 
useful in cases of diarrhea. It 
gives tone to the digestive tract, 
provides necessary vitamins, and 
supplies needed moisture.

Gray squirrels, like most other 
forms of wildlife, usually manage 
to keep themselves well-conceah. 
ed from even experienced woods- 
men. Donald Shipley, resarch fel- 
low in wildlife management at the 
Cooperative Wildlife Research 
Unit at V.P.I., has been live-trap- 
ping squirrels in the College woods 
for a period of three weeks, as a 
part of a study to learn the habits 



of squirrels which affect their 
management. In one 60-acre .sec- 
tion of the College woods, Shipley 
has iive-trapped 40 squirrels, but 
during the period of trapping he 
has seen only one squirrel in the 
wild, although he visited the area 
each morning and evening. 

The squirrels are ear -tagged, 
and then released. Subsequent 
trapping is expected to indicate 
the movements of the squirrels 
and throw some light on their 
general habits.

"Saturday morning, Governor 
Price called me for a conference 
he stating that the resignation had 
been received.

Shelled whole corn will be dis- 
tributed by Virginia game wardens 
for winter feeding during periods 
when heavy snowfall makes it dif- 
ficult for quail, wild turkeys, and 
other game animals to Secure na- 
tural food. In previous years the 
wardens have distributed cracked 
grain, but feeding experiments 
Carried out by the Commission of 
Game and Inland Fisheries and 
the Virginia Cooperative Wildlife 
Research Unit at Blacksburg in- 
dicate that whole corn is more sat- 
isfactory because it is easier for 
birds to find, and there is less 
waste. High energy content makes 
corn particularly valuable as a 
wildlife food during peiiiods of ex- 
treme cold. The grain will be fur- 
nished by the wardens to farmers 
and others who will feed game. 

Recommended .practices for 
feeding wildlife include that the 
snow be cleared away over an area 
of several feet square, ana the 
corn scattered oh the bare ground 
so that it will not be lost in the 
snow. Feedmg stations should be 
started early enough so that the 
birds learn their locations before 
bad weather conies. Shelters are 
especially effective for quail. Sug- 
gestions for their construction and 
the maintenance can be secured 
from the Commission of Game 
and Inland Fisheries at Richmond. 
Experimental feeding of wild 
».,rv«w« «»«rrwxt out an the Cum- 
berlahd State Forest last winter 
by the Commission Field Biolog- 
ist H. S. Mosby demonstrated that 
wild turkeys will take grain placed 
on earth cleared from snow, but 
that they will not take' ear corn 
fastened to trees. Turkeys are sus- 
picious of feeding shelters and 
seldom use them during the first 
season of their installation, but 
bobwhite quail soon learn to use

However, all the scientific safe- 
guards, as well as developments in 
preventive and curative medicine, 
ars as naught to those individuals 
who either as pedestrians or driv- 
ers disregard reasonable care in 
regard to the automobile and 
have their lives prematurely and 
quite avoidably snuffed out."

DEFENSE ntODHCTION CHIEFS , 

§ 

National Defense has passed through several preliminary 
stages that served the good purpose of charting the course and result- 
ed to an Executive Order by President Roosevelt creating the "Office 
of Production Management." William S. Knudsen is Director Gen- 
eral and Sidney Hillman is Associate Director General, Secretary of 
War Stimson and Secretary of Navy Knox are the official members of 
the four-man organization that will be known as the OPM. This 
super defense board Is charged with responsibility for formulation a/iT 
execution of "all measures needful and appropriate ... to increase, 
accelerate, and regulate production and supply materials, articles and 
equipment and the provision of emergency plant facilities and services 
required for national defense." 

Those voices that have been raised throughout the country 
to demand direct and independent authority for National defense win 
undoubtedly be fully satisfied with the personnel of the Office of 
Production Management. 

The ship building plan is ahead of Government schedules. 
There has been a lot of talk about delays in building planes. Mr. 
JCnodseTrsaldTecentlyT "Thereisno use wui t y ing about light planes— 
we can get them. On fighting planes, we are in pretty fair shape, but 
bombing planes, from 16 thousand pounds up to the heaviest, take 
time and they must be worked out for real production before we can 
get quantities. There are 400 separate parts used in a bomber, and 
some of these bombers weigh 40 thousand pounds, and carry 1.250 
horse power fighting engines. 

Mr. Knudsen assembled the leading executives in the auto- 
mobile industry at a -meeting in Detroit last October, and they formed 
the Automotive Committee for Air Defense. 40 thousand" square feet 
of floor space was secured in the Graham-Paige factory and in that 
space thousands of bomber parts were put on display. Blueprints of 
various parts of the bomber planes suggested by Government defense 
agencies were added. The manufacturers sent their skilled engineers 
and production men, and these experts made studies Of all the parts 
and specifications in order to determine as quickly as possible which 
of the parts each manufacturer could make the best, and quickest. Mr. 
Knudsen called upon the manufacturers for the best "production skill 
of this industry, combined with efforts of the aircraft industry," and 
he stated his confidence that, "I know the work will be well done." 

The maximum use of all available facilities in the automobile 
factories is scheduled for bombers, the heaviest Job of defense. The 
latest reports from Detroit show that tool and die facilities are op- 
erating almost at capacity, and that three-fourths of all their activity 

Is on defense work. 

The appointment of Mr. Knudsen to the highest post in 
Office of Production Management was made for just exactly one rea- 
son—that reason being that he has made good every Say since he left 
the Presidency of General Motors to work side by side with the Presi- 
dent of the United States and the War and Navy Departments. 

Apparently the President and the War and Navy Departments 
are confident that the automobile factories will run to their .fullest 
capacities in helping to make bombers and planes. It appears that 
the question of building light planes is being very rapidly solved. The 
real worry and the real job is about bombers. Nobody knows more 
about putting that job across than Knudsen. He has the complete con- 
fidence of Government officials, the industries and the workers. In 
the latter position ne is ably supp«ted by Sidney Hillman, who'is not 
only his Associate Direc tor, but with whom he is also in "partnership," 
according to President Roosevelt's statement which followed the an- 
nouncement of his Executive Order creating the Office of Production 
Management. 

BOUQUETS FOR OUR SIDE 

The backbone of American community life is to be found in 
the small town newspapers, according to Arthur Robb, Executive 
Editor of Editor and Publisher, Mr. Robb explained recently the 
trend toward one-newspaper towns, and he recited some of the tre- 
mendous obstacles of small city newspapers In facing competition of 
the metropolitan press. He said that there are more than 1,000 cities 
out of a total 1,400 In which there is no competition. Editor and Pub- 
lisher reports the transfer of many newspapers from daily to weekly 
issues in communities where "no local newspaper or radio competition 
exists." Mr. Robb spoke strongly in opposition to methods In busi- 
ness and in economic affairs that were thinning out the ranks of the 
country press. He added. "In the hands of the country press, It seems 
to me, the future of our civilizlatlon largely lies."

The Commission of Fisheries 
will continue to issue commercial 
fishing licenses for four Potomac 
River tributaries whose jurisdic- 
tion has been in dispute "unless it 
is advised to the contrary by the 
Attorney General of Virginia." 
Commissioner of Fisheries G. Wal- 
ter Mapp has announced. 
^Negotiations between the Fish- 
eries Commission and the Com. 
mission of Game and Inland Fish- 
eries over the waterways were ter- 
minated last week in Alexandria 
after several months of negotia- 
tions between the two Commissions 
and their representatives. 

The tributaries, Occuquan 
Creek, Belmont Bay, Dogue Creek, 
and Gunston's Cove, have been 
under the jurisdiction of the Fish- 
eries Commission for the past tec 
years. They were originally under 
the supervision of the Game Com- 
mission, which surrendered them. 
In recent months the Game body 
has sought to regain control of 
these and several other Tidewater 
tributaries and prohibit commerci- 
al fishing in them. 

"It Is the purpose of the Com- 
mission of Fisheries to Issue lic- 
enses for the waters of these four 
bodies for 1941 as it issued them 
In 1940," Commissioner Mapp said 
"In.jJther areas licenses Will b3 
issued for use in accordance with 
an agreement reached between the 
two Commissions at a meeting 
Dec. 18, 1940, at Newport News." 

A large number of officers and 
citizens of Fairfax County, in 
which the disputed waterways are 
located, expressed opposition at 
the Alexandria hearing to any 
radical change curtailing fishing 
rights of the citizenship of the 
co unty. 

Mapp and Commission Member 
Charles E. Stuart of Montross also 
attended last week a conference 
with Maryland Fisheries officers 
and representatives of the U. S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service and s, 
hearing before the U. S. Tariff 
Commission In Washington to con- 
sider imposition of additional 
tariff on Japanese crab meat Im- 
ported into the U. S. - 

At the meeting with the Mary- 
landers, measures were discussed 
for publicizing Chesapeake Bay 
seafood and for enlarging the 
market demands for seafoods in 
the Chesapeake area. At the 
hearing before the tariff commis- 
sion, they heard U. S. crabmeat 
producers advocate a duty to make 
up for, the lower cost of producing 
crab meat in Japan. This low pro- 
duction cost is made possible by 
subsidies from the Japanese gov- 
ernment to enable Japan to un- 
dersell American producers, it was 
testified.

Consequently, any 
effort on the part of the Admin- 
istration to further create a crisis 
psychology to jam the bill through 
Congress should be resisted, even 
by those who are wholly sympath- 
etic toward more aid to Britain It 
is time to think of our own skins 
and of American liberties.

Dispatches from Mexico City state that the Cabinet of the 
new President Camacho is unable to agree concerning measures to im- 
prove-the economic relations between the United States and Mexico. 

Several weeks ago the news filtered across the border that 
Mexico was expecting to pull down a cash loan of 50 million dollars 
through arrangements endorsed by the United States Government. 
News in the past few days indicates that Mexico now wants a loan two 
or three times that size. Other Latin nations are taking advantage 
of the war and defense situations to press the United States Govern- 
ment for similar relief.. 

It is pointed out that the policy of the United States Govern- 
ment in buying eold, and silver offered by Mexico and other foreign 
countries is being continued, despite the fact that these loose n onetary 
practices are constantly increasing the dangers of credit inflat on, and 
upsetting the efforts of our Federal Reserve System to check the 
growth of huge piles of excess reserves. 

Mexico has received millions of dollars of profits through its 
sales of silver to the United States Government. The evident purpose 
of continuing to buy thi*»silver has been explained as a plan cf the 
United States Government to "help out Mexico" by being generous. 

The activities of German agents in Mexico City appear to be 
influencing opposition to the new President of that Republic. That 
condition should not be ignored. The Camacho Administration has^ 
indicated hopes ot improving its relations with the Washington Gov- 
ernment, but it seems to be unable to do so, because of internal 
troubles. If the Washington Government should call a moratorium 
on buying Mexican silver the chiselers at Mexico City might consider 
plans of restitution for the crimes of Mexico against United States 
citizens. Then the prospects for solidarity in the Western Hemisphere 
would be likely to improve.

Dogfish Livers Produce Vitamin A 

Alert Virginia watermen will be- 
gin now to consider utilization of 
the Chesapeake Bay summer dog- 
fish "harvest". The Fishery 
Market News of the U. S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service reports in its 
December issue as follows: . 

"The production of dogfish liv- 
ers as a source of vitamin A oil in 
the otter-trawl and handline fish- 
eries is again becoming active in 
Puget Sound. During the last week 
in November fishermen produced 
about 30,000 pounds of these livers, 
for which they received 6 cents 
per pound. With a ban placed on 
the exports of dogfish livers from 
Canada, it appears that this fish- 
ery in Puget Sound and off the 
Washington coast will continue to 
develop during the current 
winter."

Trawlers from New 
England usually arrive in Virginia 
waters prior to this time of the 
year, but this winter, has been so 
mild that it has been unnecessary 
for them to come south. 

A survey by the Virginia Com- 
mission of Fisheries shows that 
four boats are now operating out 
of Phoebus and three from Hamp- 
ton with a like number out of Nor- 
folk. Up to the present time croak- 
ers have been the principal 
catches. 



Asks Aid To Crab Packers 

Expressing the opinion that 
without the tariff aid sought by 
American crab packers against 
Japanese crab meat imported to 
this country the American indus- 
try cannot survive, Rep.

tradition which they are desigr^- 
ed to protect and to save. All the 
productiveness of this nation is 
needed now — of capital, of indus- 
try, of government, of labor. The 
industrialist who seeks outrageous 
profits; the official who plays poli- 
tics in time of danger; the labor 
leader who foments unjustified 
strikes in vital defense industries 
—cannot be tolerated. We must 
never forget that we can be des- 
troyed from within no less than 
from without. 

The American people cannot ac- 
cept failure from any man— whe- 
ther the man who fails holds a 
grant title or is a lowly worker in 
a factory. There is no excuse for 
failure. No nation in the world is 
potentialiy^so productive as j'trs. , 
None has a tithe of' our richev— 
riches of manpower no less than 
riches of wealth and of natural 
resources. In this crisis, we shall 
really learn the calibre of our peo- 
ple and our public men. 

It is said of France tha.t in 
preparing to resist aggression, her 
government, her industries and 
her workers did "too little— and 
did it too late." We too are doing, 
too little. But let us hope that we 
correct our errors before it is too 
late- When the head of our Navy 
observed that "dollars cannot, buy „ 
yesterday," he stated a grim truth 
that every American must realize. 
In this great national .effort 
there can be no failure^ The 
thought cannot be tolerated that 
Democracy here has fallen on such 
evil days that it cannot compete 
with the dictators. In England we 
have a magnificent example of 
what free men, fighting to retain 
that freedom, can accomplish 
against heartbreaking odds. 

It was Winston Churchill who 
said on taking, office that he could 
offer his people nothing save sacri- 
fice and sweat and toil. Here we 
must absorb an ample measure of 
that spirit. No one else can make 
our sacrifices for us. The respon- 
sibility for the perpetuation of our 
way of life falls squarely and ir- 
revocably on the shoulders of us 
all. No one can avoid it. 

To say that we have now enter- 
ed on the most critical years mod- 
ern Western civilization has ever 
known, is to simply state the ob- 
vious. We do not know how much 
time we will have to make our- 
selves secure to guarantee peace 
in the only way possible in this 
disrupted modern world, which is 
by making ourselves so strong 
that no aggressor or possible com- 
bination of aggressors will dare to 
try our strength. We do know 
that time, most precious of all 
elements, must no longer be 
lavishly wasted. 

To stay at peace — to become 
strong. Those are our national ob- 
jectives. We have the great in- 
dustries — we have the men — we 
have-almost limitless resources. To 
attain those vital goals demands 
the full and friendly cooperation 
of government, of labor, cf Indus, 
try, of agriculture, of all. We must 
not be tried and found wanting.

Great interest was expressed by 
visitors in heating systems, and 
the exhibit, which contained the 
10 basic types of modern heating 
systems for houses in various 
price ranges, undoubtedly helped 
clear up in many minds the differ- 
ences among heating plants suit- 
able for residential installations. 

The 10 systems shown were: 

1. A coal-fired one-pipe steam- 
heating system with indirect water 
heater. s • 

2. A coal-fired gravity warm-air 
system. 

3. A one-pipe steam-heating 
system with* an oil burner. The do- 
mestic hot water is heated indi- 
rectly by the oil burner and boil- 
er the year round. 

4. A steam-heating* plant sup- 
plied with a stoker. * 

Two-Pipe System 

5. A two-pipe gravity hot-water 
heating system with a gas-fired 
boiler. A separate automatic hot- 
water heating system provides hot 
water in the Summer. 

6. A two-pipe hot-water heating 
system with mechanically forced 
circulation and an oil-fired boiler. 
Whereas radiators are used in con- 
nection with plants 1, 3, 4, and 5\ 
this plant illustrates heating by 
means of convectors concealed in 
the walls. . ■■" 

7. An oil-fired two-pipe steam- 
heating system with domestic hot 
water from the heating plant 
year round. Heating is done with 
convectors, and humidification is 
provided from steam pipes and in- 
troduced to rooms through grills 
in the walls. 

8. A gas-fired warm-air heating 
plant with Winter air condition- 
ing. 

Combination Plant Shown 

9. A combination Winter heat- 
ing and conditioning plant and 
Summer cooling system. 

10. A year-around air-condition- 
ing system with radiator heating. 
The air going to the main living 
quarters is heated in the Winter 
and cooled in the Summer by 
means of heating and cooling 
coils.

Among precautions covering 
fundamental points relating to 
sound Winter construction are: 

Keep all masonry materials dry 
and preferably not in contact with 
the ground. 

Store cement and lime in tight 
sheds with floor raised above 
grouhd. 

Stack framing lumber off the 
ground with ventilation below and 
protect with cover. 

All kiln-dried material should

Only men* who were familiar j 
with life aboard ship were wanted , Church Flag NOW 
in those days, alth%igh such "a' 
qualification is no longer required. 
In fact, many modern marines 
never had even a glimpse of the 
sea before they were enlisted and 
assigned to some shore station. 

While authorizing the formation 
of two battalions of marines in 
1775. the Continental Congress re- 
solved: "That no person be ap- 
pointed to office, or enlisted into 
said battalions, but such as are 
good seamen, or so acquainted 
with imaritime affairs as to he 
atle to serve to advantage by sea 
when required." 

Why Congress demanded sea- 
soned maimers for its soldiers of 
the sea is difficult to understand. 
Except in some emergency, when 
they volunteered to perform tasks 
ordinarily given to seamen, Ameri- 
can Marines have always been 
strictly military men. 

George Washington is known to 
have been dissatisfied with land 
troops who were ordered aboard 
ship to serve as*marines, and this 
may account for the "seagoing re- 
quirements" in the marine resolu- 
tion of 1775. ' ■ 

Even today. U. S. Marines could 
by no means be called "landlub- 
bers" when they first go aboard a 
battleship or cruiser. They are 
trained at sea schools ashore in 
preparation for such activities.

The arrangement on • the 
blue field refers to the early be- 
ginnings of the American Church 
when Samuel Seabury of Connec- 
ticut was consecrated the first 
bishop of the American Church 
by three bishops of the Church of 
Scotland. In honor of Scotland 
the small Jerusalem crosses are 
arranged in the form of a St. An- 
drew's cross. The Jerusalem 
crosses represent the nine original 
American dioceses."

health authorities Half of the 
money raised in the 1941 "Fight 
Infantile Paralysis" Campaign will 
go to this agency. The other half 
will be retained in the communi-j 
ties where it was cqllected, to bei 
used entirely for immediate treat- 
ment of sufferers. 

In addition to the' help which 
the National Foundation extended I 
to Dr. Harper in the treatment of i it 
those who had been struck down ; to 
by Infantile paralysis, this agency 
granted $3,000 to the Medical 
College of Virginia for research 
work. Thus, in the final analysis, 
more than $4,000 of the 1940 fund 
found its way back to the State 
in an unceasing fight on an aged- 
old disease.

The President's extraordinary 
"State of the Nation" speech to 
the new Congress was received 
with mixed emotions. The major- 
ity of larger newspapers, which 
are pro-British in policy, approv- 
ed it with some reservations. So 
did most of the leading commen- 
tators. However, in Congress there 
was criticism to the effect that 
the President did not give enough 
particulars— and that it looked as 

* if he intended to put this country 
deeper into European affairs than 
it had ever been before. At the 
same time, surveys indicate that 
the President's proposal to lend 
Britain arms and other > imple- 
ments of war, which she is sup- 
posed to repay in 4 kind or its equi- 
valent at Ihe end of hostilities, 
will eventually go through. The 
non-interventionist bloc, however, 
of which Senator Wheeler is now 
leader, says that it intends to 
fight the President's program to 
the last ditch. , 

The President firmly fixed this 
country's foreign policy. Accord- 
ing to him, that policy has three 
facets: First, we are committed to 
an all-inclusive national defense. 
Second, we are committed to sup- 
port all nations which are resist- 
ing aggression and, in the Presi- 
dent's words, "thereby keeping 
war from our hemisphere." Third, 
we will never acquiesce in a peace 
"dictated by aggressors and spon- 
sored by appeasers." The Presi- 
dent stressed his opinion that this 
policy is completely non-partisan. 
and represents the will of the ma- 
jority of the people, whatever their 
political affiliations. 

It is obviously the Administra- 
tion belief that it would be impos- 

* sible for this country to live in 
the same world with Hitler, and 
at the same time maintain demo- 
cratic processes and principles. As 
he has said on several occasions, 
there would be no peace— there 
would be only an armed truce,

Contempt Rule Is Issued By

John Calvin Smith, 62 years old, 
who lived alone on a farm In Prin- 
cess Anne County, near Pleasant 
Ridge, was found dead in his bed 
Wednesday afternoon by Sheriff 
Guy Salmons, after having been 
summoned by neighbors. The 
man's death was attributed to a 
heart attack by Dr. H. F. Dormire, 
county coroner 

Clarence Whitehurst, who de- 
livers newspapers in the Pleasant 
Kldge section, indirectly found the 
body. 

While he was in the act of de- 
livering a newspaper to Mr. 
Smith's mail box, Whitehurst 
noticed that the issue of Tuesday 
was still in the box. He knocked on 
the front door of the Smith home 
and got no answer. 

Then he went to the home of R. 
J. Murden, a neighbor, whose wife 
is Mr. Smith's sister, and reported 
the matter. Mr. Murden also made 
a futile attempt to -gain entrance 
to the Smith home. He reported 
the, matter to Sheriff Salmons, 
who f orced"an entrance, via a win- 
dow. Smith's body was found in

Neighbors said they saw Mr.

NEUTRALITY? 

A senator or representative *>f half a cen- 
tury ago, would shake his head in amaze- 
ment at the congresses ofxecent years. Party 
Hues, which once were almost impregnable, 
have cracked time arid again. And now, with 
the introduction of the President's "all out 
for England" bill, they seem to have broken 
wide open. 

Interesting commentary on this is found 
in the fact that the bill has been endorsed by 
Republican standard-bearer Wendell Willkie, 
with certain reservations — and that the prin- 
cipal Senate opposition to it is being led by a 
Democrat, Senator Wheeler of Montana. 

Congressional reception of the bill ran the 
gamut of extremes. On one side, for in- 
stance, doughty Senator Johnson of Cali- 
fornia, veteran of many an historic debate, 
described it as "monstrous," and said that 
"it's up to Congress now to determine whe- 
ther our government shall be as ordained or 
become a member of the totalitarian states." 
And on the other side, Senator Thomas of 
Utah, strongly interventionist, complained 
that the bill "is not as far-reaching as world 
events warrant. The President should have 
the power to sencLAmerican ships with sup- 
plies into the cwnbat zones." 

It is obvious/hat the real fight on this bill 
will take place in the Senate — opposition in 
the House is now almost at its all-time low 
in effectiveness. A number of senators who 
have followed the President's foreign policy 
so far, were rather stunned by the sweeping 
terms in which the measure is framed. First 
shock was the provision whereby this coun- 
. try, by executive order, could renair British 
warships in our naval yards. That, accord- 
ing to lawyers, would amount to utter disre- 
gard of international law as it applies to neu- 
trals, and would amount to an act of war. 
aEven so, many congressmen now regard that 
as merely a detail — as just one more step in 
a program based on the belief that the survi- 
val and ultimate victory of England, and the 
little countries which are aiding her, is abso- 
lutely vital to this country's security. Bigger 
fight mav come over the clause which author- 
izes the President to "promulgate such rules 
and regulations as may be necessary to carry 
out the provisions of this act." That is ob-' 
.viously blanket authority. 

"The debate over this bill, and other aid- 
England measures, is not between those who 
are for Britain on the one hand, and those 
who are opposed to or cool to England's 
cause, on the other. The Congress, like the 
American people, is close to 100 per cent pro- 
English. But there are many who feel it un- 
wise to give any man unlimited powers, on 
the grounds that this might lead to one-man 
governme*$, which is another word for dic- 
tatorship. There are' others who feel that 
this is a lesser risk than having Congress 
carry on long debates every time some new 
step to help England seems necessary or 
advisable. 

The bill will apparently be fought to a 
finish, with neither side disposed to give 
quarter. Intimations came from the White 
House a few. days after its introduction to 
the effect that the Administration would not 
oppose some modifications. But Senator 
Wheeler and his group said that they were 
out to defeat the measure in entirety. 

Even so, prospects now seem highly favor- 
able to its passing, with, perhaps, soma, sti- 
pulations to make it less of a "blank check" 
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time clause be inserted, under which the 
powers would be granted for a fixed and 
limited term so that on some definite future 
date Congress would automatically review 
the bill again, and either continue or revoke 
it. Many favor this. . 

No one need wonder any longer about this 
country's neutrality. It doesn't exist. We 
are a non-Belligerent participant in the war. 
Our relationship to England is about like that 
of Italy to Germany before Mussolini decided 
to go all the way. Recent polls indicate that 
the American public is in favor of our role 
as we are playing it now. -

Recent reports picture some- 
what bewildered, unhappy German 
soldiers wondering why they are 
so disliked by the natives. "They 
are aware of resistance to them 
even when" outward obedience is 
given to ail Nazi orders.

Thus, in France, it is reported 
that the Gestapo is now active 
destroying books again. Its mem- 
bers raid book stalls and confis- 
cate all volumes they consider 
"anti-German" in character.

and smallest of all is Vatican City 
a walled area of about 110 acres 
entirely surrounded by the city of 
Rome. It came into being with the 
signing of the Lateran Treaty 
with Italy in 1929 to compensate 
the Popes for loss of 18,00ft square 
miles of territory stretching across 
Italy from sea to sea. of which the 
pontiffs were deprived by the uni- 
fication of Italy in 1870. 

The farmer Papal domain had a 
population of more than 3,000,000 
persons. Today the population of 
Vatican City is slightly in excess 
of 10004 yet so important is it as 
the seat of the Pope that 37 coun.

Under the Pope, Vatican City j

*ering-100. It has its coinage and 
postage stamps, with its own post 
office, welfare center, railway 
center and telegraph office. M6re 
important, because of its unique 
world status. Vatican City has its 
own radio station — installed by 
Marconi himself. 

In striking contrast to Vatican 
City in many ways is the next 
smallest sovereign state, the prin- 
cipality of Monaco. With an area 
of 370 acres, it lies near the 
French-Italian border on the Med- 
iteranean. It is the only one of the ! 
world's pygmy states that posses- . 
ses a seacoast, and its navy is the 
yacht of the reigning prince. The j 
revenue of the principality is de- . 
rived mainly from taxes on the 
gaming tables of Monte Carlo, a 
town, of less than 2,000 population 
at trie, base of the promontory 
from which the palace overlooks I 
the sea. Except for the water I 
boundary, the principality is en. j 
tirely surrounded by French ter- , 
ritory. 



Another sovereign state, which , 
like the Vatican is surrounded by j 
Italy, is the republic of San Mar- [ 
ino. A fourteenth-century strong- j 
'hold atop Mount Titanus extended 
its. domain by purchase until now i 
San Marino's 38 square miles sus- J 
tain a population of almost 15,000. j 
Less than a score of miles inland j 
from Rimini on the eastern coast, 
the country is devoted largely to 
producing wine, raising cattle, and 
quarrying building stone. It is 
ruled over by a Grand Council of 
60 members, two of whom are ap- 
pointed every six months to act as 
Regents. 



Fifth place in smallness is as- 
signed to Andorra, with its 191 
square miles in the Pyrenees be- 
tween France and Spain. It has a 
population of approximately 700, 
and owes its independence largely 
to its mountainous character and 
its inaccessibility. Even Napo- 
leon, when assaulting the Pyrenees 
to invade Spain, knew nothing of 
the country, and when told that 
It had been independent for more 
than 500 years, said if that were 
the case he would not interfere. 
And he did not, although sweep- 
ing everything else before him. 

Wth many Indications that .Eur- 
ope is headed toward Nazi domina- 
tion, it will be interesting to watch 
what may become of these small, 
independent states or nations. The 
curious type of military restraint 
exercised by Napoleon, and so 
used by Hitler in relation to Liech- 
tenstein, may save them.

"The fact that influenza in epi- 
demic form has appeared on the 
west coast and has invaded some 
of the more eastern sections of 
the country is cause at this time 
for concern, but not alarm in Vir- 
ginia. As so far manifested, this 
disease is mucti milder than dur- 
ing its decimating visit to America 
in 1918-1919. While the degree of 
severity can increase with its ap- 
pearance in other localities, no 
evidence of this fact has been 
noted to date. However, it is well 
to be forewarned and thus be able 
to appreciate the value of applying 
precautions, even though a real 
influenza outbreak should not oc- 
cur in this Commonwealth. This is 
especially true, since the precau- 
tions which an individual can ex- 
ercise are precisely the same as for 
colds. And very definitely the sea- 
son for colds is here." states Dr. I. 
C. Riggin, State Health Commis-N 
sioner. 

"Of the serious epidemic dis- 
eases, influenza is the only one 
which has not been brought under 
practical control in the United 
States. Cholera, yellow fever, bu- 
bonic plague, and typhus fever all 
have succumbed to scientific safe- 
guards. Consequently, epidemics 
from those causes no longer are 
Led. Lack of specific knowledge 
it still makes influrnza 
a formidable enemy, however. 

"Many influenza cases are dif- 
ficult to diagnose in the early 
stage. Often influenza and the 
ordinary cold display similar 
symptoms. Nevertheless, influenza 
is a more serious illness, and the 
fever, often absent in the common 
cold, is high and persistent. A well- 
defined leeling of weakness, pros- 
nation, arrd pain in the limbs and 
back are among the indications. 
Pneumonia is one of the r.i°st 
feared and dangerous complica- 
tions. 

"The fact that the organism is 
what is known as a filtrable virus 
makes its detection under the mic- 
roscope impossible, though its ex- 
istence has been proved by - the 
transmission of this disease frtm 
ill persons to experimental 
animals. 

"Influenza is transmitted simi- 
larly as are colds, namely, by close 
'contact 1 with those having the dis- 
ease, by infection by .way of drop- 
lets from coughing and sneezing 
of those harboring the disease, 
and from freshly soiled towels and 
other articles. 

."The following precautions ap- 
ply equally to the common cold 
and to influenza. A reasonable ad^ 
herence to them by everyone is 
timely: 1. Avoid those who are 
coughing and sneezing; always

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AMERICANS ARE NOT LAZY FOLKS 

Many times and oft have the poll-makers disturbed all of us 
with their questions and answers labeled "nation wide surveys of pub- 
lic opinions." During the recent Presidential campaign the .voters 
were subjected to something resembling mass— production of "polls" 
which were so different that they gave aid and comfort to supporters 
of both candidates, Roosevelt and Willkie. 

The Gallup polls have stood out, and stood up, against all 
challengers as to their accuracy for many years, including the polls 
about elections, major-economic questions, and policies~of the Admin- 
istration, 

It is, therefore, rather comforting to all of us who continue 
to pin our faith in Democracy to study a Gallup Poll showing that 67 
per cent of the American people— who were asked in a nation wide 
poll whether they are ready to devote an hour a day of their time, to 
the Red Cross and other volunteer work to back programs of national 
defense have answered "yes." 

In another Gallup Poll the union labor workers in important 
manufacturing centers of a large number of States were asked whether 
they would be willing to work an extra hour a day at the same rate 
of pay they are getting now. 68 per cent answered "yes," and 27 per 
cent "no." They spoke for themselves, apparently without regard to 
the views of leaders of their unions. The results of voting indicate 
that American wfrkers are not trying to pinch off a little extra pay 
just because some of their leaders, and public officials say so. The men 
-who are actually running the machines have definitely stated that 
they are not only willing, but anxious to do their "bit." 

The "overtime penalty" is urged by some Government offi- 
cials'to "stimulate employers to train new workers," "to organize sec. 
ond or third and even fourth shifts of production workers." • The 
voice of public opinion expressed in the Gallup Poll indicates that the 
average countryman takes a much broader view of the problems and 
evidently interprets the old objective of "business as usual" to be as 
necessary as the present popular slogan, "keep America out of the 
war." There is plenty of comfort for everybody T in polls of public 
opinion, especially those that reassure us that AmericanTTiave not 
grown soft or lazy. 



WHAT R.A.F. THINKS OF U.S. PLANES r 

What does the R.A.P. think of the planes America builds for 
them?

"Then there is the Curtiss P-40, which will soon Be as well 
known in England as the Spitfire. It is knqwn as the Tomahawk. It 
is a pretty lass somewhat, on the lines of the Spitfire. It has' a long 
nose apd it is a sleek, imperious-looking creature^Tlie Tomahawk has 
the liquid^cooled Allison motor. It is no secret ^mong members of the 
aircraft industry that there were several 'bugs' in the Allison. One by 
one they have been eliminated. Today the Allison ranks with the Mer- 
lin, which has always been considered the best liquid-cooled motor^ in 
the world. The success of the Spitfires and Hurricanes proves that 
point. 

"I watched a test pilot put a new Tomahawk through its 
paces. He did something I've never seen done with a Hurricane or a 
Spitfire — he climbed the Tomahawk almost vertically. 

" 'How do I like it?' the pilot exploded when he had landed.- 
'How could anyone fail to like it? It's a grand airplane. I've flown all 
Df the fighter aircraft and in combat I'd rather have this than any. 
It is more maneuverable than a Spitfire. It isn't quite as fast as a 
Spitfire but what is?' 



SUNSHINE AND CITRUS FRUITS 

Influenza made its appearance in California several weeks 
.ago, and a little later on there were thousands of cases in Texajs., 
Strangely enough Virginia is so affected by the disease that thousands 
of pupils are reported absent in the public schools at Danville, New- 
port News, and other cities. The Virginia Medical .Monthly, which is 
the organ of the State's Medical Society, published a statement say- 
ing that Richmond faces a shortage of hospital beds. The disease has 
jumped farther North with the result that the. University of Connec- 
ticut has banned public gatherings. New York City health officials 
met with Mayor LaGuardia a few days ago to 'lay the ground work" 
for a city- wide fight on influenza. 

Even the Inauguration in Washington faced the threat of an 
epidemic and the Washington Post reported the spread of influenza 
just before the big event of January 2. 

The U. S. Children's Bureau publishes pamphlets which com- 
mend sunshine, to aid children to grow normally. The Florida Citrus 
Commission is telling the world the naked truth in statements like the. 
following: "Florida grapefruit is loaded with resistance-building vit- 
amins. It is especially rich in Vitamin C, and it also supplies the pre- 
cious minerals that help alkalize your system fh nature's way. Many 
physicians prescribe diets consisting almost entirely of citrus fruits 
after flu has struck." 

The U. S. Public Health Service observers that citrus fruits 
are especially rich in Vitamin C, and it is spreading information con- 
cerning "a gradually increasing knowledge of the sources, composi- 
tion,, and uses of foods and their constituents" — such as have been 
found "necessary to prevent certain illnesses." The Health Service 
explains that the vitamins have been designated A, B, C for conven- 
ience. - j— i <■

'considerable absence in Northern latitudes at the present writing.

Sardine canning plants in Maine are accused before the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission with violating the brokerage provisions of the 
Robinson-Pat tman Act. The complaint seems to have indicated that 
the packers give the brokers the five per cent commission and then 
mark up the same amount, then add that sum to the price of sardines. 



LABOR LAWS 

The Administration is unwilling to withdraw its support from 
New Deal labor laws. There is continued stubborn resistance to ef- 
forts being made in Congress to amend the Wagner Act, or change 
the practices of the National Labor Relations Board. No one need be 
surprised if the President eases the situation by suspending some of 
these labor laws, for the period of an "extraordinary emergency."

There are many 
who disagree with this doctrine, 
but, so far as legislative influence 
is concerned, they seem to be a 
minority now. 

It is probable that the Presi- 
dent's speech, coupled with his 
"fireside chat" of a week before, 
was tne strongest talk ever given 
by the head of a great nation to 
the heads of other great nations. 
It could be easily Construed as an 
i ipso facto declaration of war, even 
though Mr. Roosevelt said that he 
did not intend for it to be so taken. 
But Italy and Germany were re- 
latively calm in their comments. 
It looks as if they are willing to 
take a, great deal before formally 
going to war with us — which, in 
■view of Italy's stunning ■ reverses 
in Africa, is easily understandable. 
I The Axis has not lost the war, but 
I its plans are not going as schedul- 
! ed, by any means. 

! . The possibility remains of Con- 
I fjress declaring war on Germanj 
1 and/or Italy, but rolls of Congress 
j indicate that only a small major- 
' ity would vote for war at this 
I time. The bulk of the lawmakers 
[ apparently feel -that we can get 
I away wit h helping England with 
I every resource at our command, 
' yet not fighting, ourselves. 
) Magnitude of projected aid to 
! England .will not be- fully knowr 
! fcr some time. As the budget mes- 
' sage shows, it will run far into the 
billions. It will involve the con- 
! s'.ruction and delivery of many 
merchant ships to embattled Bri- 
j tain. And it may very likely in- 
' yplve the transfer of more of our 
; naval vessels. 

The 77th Congress will be res- 
ponsible for our national defense, 
which includes domestic problems 
to do with wages. and hours, taxa- 
tion, relief, and government loan- 
ing both at home and abroad. It 
has tli^ountries of South Amer- 
ica to consider: just loaning them 
money is but a small part of the 
job of improving our relations 
with them. Also, as one of its 
greatest jobs, it will have to con- 
sider adopting a fiscal .policy that 



FAQ* rrm 
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is in the opposite direction to the 
present easy money policies of Et» 
Administration. Financial experts 
are going to make a determined 
stand to return the financing of 
our government into sounder 
channels. 

The Federal Reserve Board re-, 
cently reported that its index of 
industriaJr production reached an 
all-time Vii(?h in December — and 
was equal to 136 per cent of the 
1935-39 average on a seasonally 
adjusted basis. Yet security mar- 
kets remain comparatively dorm- 
ant. 

Reason: The prospect of new 
and big taxes is a deterrent — only 
the naive believe that Congress 
will- approve this year's gigantic 
war Budget without attempting to 
raise part of it through addition- 
al taxation. 

On top of that, the cooler heads 
know that a war boom is apt to 
prove a bubble which will explode 
when pricked — and peace is the 
pin* that will eventually prick it. 

Government officials are said to 
he laying plans now for cushion- 
ing the shock. But many econom- 
ists doubt if much can' oe done. 
They still, feel that great artificial 
booms are more than likely to be 
followed by great depressions. And 
no one knows what the world will 
be like when this unprecedentedly 
destructive war finally ends.
